Congress Rallies to Vice 
President; Labor Leader 
Is Denounced for Words 
Before House Committee 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(/)—~— 
Vice President Garner won a tu- 
multuous ovation from the house 
late today a few hours after he 
had been denounced before a con- 
gressional committee by John L. 
Lewis, CIO leader, as “a labor- 
baiting, poker-playing, whisky- 
drinking evil old man.” 

Cheers, “rebel yells,” and pro- 
longed applause rolled through 
the chamber as the house mem- 
bership, except for a handful of 
Democrats, stood for two minutes 
in approbation of the Texas dele- 
gation’s expression of “deep re- 
sentment and indignation at this 
unwarranted and unjustified at- 
tack” on Garner’s private and pub- 
lie life. 

“The Texas delegation has com- 


tegrity and ability,” said a state- 
ment read to the house by Repre- 
sentative Luther A. Johnson, Dem- 
ocrat, Texas. 

Lewis’ sensational outburst 
against the vice president occur- 
red near the close of his testimony 
before the house labor committee 
in opposition to any changes at 
this session in the wage-hour law. 

He flatly accused Garner of re- 
sponsibility for what he called the 
recent campaign against labor in 
the house of representatives, as- 
serting “Garner’s knife is search- 
ing, searching for the quivering, 
pulsating heart of labor.” 

A few hours after he had spoken,

EDUCATORS LAUD 
PROGRAM OF MRA 


World Figures Describe Prin- 
ciples as Basis of ‘New 
Renaissance.’ 


MONTEREY, Cal., July 27.—() 
World-famous educators, scientists 
and artists messaged the moral re- 
armament assembly today its in- 
ternational program to substitute 
“God guidance” and peace for war 
and fear was the basis of a “new 
renaissance.” 

The 1,000 delegates to the as- 
sembly, sponsored by the Oxford 
group, heard from 23 leading Brit- 
ish educators who termed moral 
rearmament “the primary educa- 
tion which the world needs.” 

Fifteen British scientists mes- 
saged “all who are engaged in the 
increase of natural science neces- 
sarily are interested in the moral 
rearmament program.”

The U. S. and Japan 

Abrogation of the 1911 treaty with Japan, 
by the United States government, is a step 
which has a number of features to commend 
it. That this is recognized is revealed by the 
generally favorable reaction to the move, both 
in the senate and among the general public. 

One of the most pleasing features of the 
action is that, while it serves emphatic notice 
on Tokyo that this country does not intend to 
close its eyes and stop its ears to the high- 
handed attitude of the Japanese in China, 
especially as regard to the interests of this na- 
tion and its citizens, there is a six-month in- 
terval before any embargo could be put in 
force. This provides time for careful consid- 
eration here and also, it is hoped, for the adop- 
tion of a more reasonable course by the Japa- 
nese themselves. 

There is confidence among many competent 
observers that the United States could, by using 
the embargo weapon, prove the decisive factor 
in ‘Japan’s imperialistic adventure in China. 
This country is the largest supplier of raw 
materials upon which Japan depends largely 
for her munitions of war. Cotton, iron and 
other military necessities bulk large in the ex- 
ports from this country to Japan. Without this 
source of supply the entire Japanese military 
policy might well be crippled. 

It is to be hoped, during the six months of 
grace prior to enforcement of any embargo, 
that the Japanese will thoroughly realize this. 
If they do it may bring about a change in Jap- 
anese policy from the present high-handed 
defiance to one of acceptable regard for Ameri- 
can rights. 

It must also be remembered that the agree- 
ment reached between Japan and Great Britain 
may have had powerful effect upon the diplo- 
matic policies of the United States in the 
Orient. If, as some observers believe, the Brit- 
ish government has backed down to the Japa- 
nese, the result may be an entirely independent 
course, in the future, for this country in its 
dealings with Japan. 

The apparent desertion by Britain might 
well decide the United States State Department 
to abandon co-operative effort with other Oc- 
cidental powers and to act alone and solely in 
regard to American rights and American in- 
terests. 

Which would be a highly desirable outcome. 
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Driving Attitude 


While there can, by the very nature of the 
offense, be no statistics on the point, the Na- 
tional Safety Council in one of its recent state- 
ments regarding the causes of traffic acci- 
dents, attributes many to what it calls “im- 
proper attitude,” by the drivers. 

These drivers are, it is stated, neither physi- 
cally defective, ignorant of the rules of traffic 
nor inexperienced, poor drivers in the ordinary 
sense. 

They are the drivers who are indifferent, 
who have -.accidents because they are not suf- 
ficiently alert to avoid them. They are the 
dreamers along the highways, those who take 
chances, ignore the rights of others, do dis- 
courteous things and whose nerves go to pieces 
at the slightest excuse. 

“Improper attitude,” of course, but one of 
which almost all of us, at one time or another, 
have been guilty. 

It is usually the most experienced, most ex- 
pert drivers who come under this classification 
of indifference. It is a carelessness born of 
too great familiarity. An over-confidence re- 
sulting from a self-satisfied concept of one’s 
own driving ability. 

Atlanta has just achieved a splendid record 
of consecutive days without traffic fatality. 
When that record finally breaks, it will prob- 
ably be through some over-confident, indif- 
ferent or dreaming driver who has over-esti- 
mated his own immunity from this danger. 

The way in which we can indefinitely ex- 
tend our record, is by a conscious effort, by 
all of us, to constant alertness and an ever- 
present avoidance of those habits which, even 
though remotely, might bring disaster.

Prices of Tobacco 
South Georgia tobacco growers are report- 
ed in revolt against too low prices paid for this 


year’s leaf during the opening days of the to- 


bacco markets. Appeals, it is said, are to be 
made to Governor Rivers to close down all 
15 markets, while other recommendations are 
made, including an organized movement by the 
growers to withhold their leaf from the market 
until better prices are offered. 

On the other hand there is offered an ex- 
cuse for the low prices in the claim that grow- 
ers have brought their lowest grade crop to 
be sold first, that the average prices include 
So much low-grade leaf they do not represent 
the real price levels. These, it is claimed, will 
only be known after the better quality tobac- 
co comes to market in greater quantity. 

Whatever the truth about the alleged low 
prices, there will be keenest Sympathy for the 
Srowers who feel that they are not receiving 
the price that conditions Should warrant. For 
it is a sad and bitter experience to watch a 
crop, into which an entire season of careful 
tending and hard labor has been put, go to 
a buyers at prices below the cost of produc- 

It must be remembered that tobacco prices 
are of many types. The cents-per-pound price 
of the auction floor is only one. 

There is the price paid by the farmer for 
its production. This includes not only the ma- 
terial cost, the land and the seed and the culti- 
vation, but it carries too the long, hard labor 
of the farmer and his family and the eager 
hopes of a year of anticipation. To turn those 
hopes to bitter gall just as the cup approaches 
the lips, is a cruel thing. 

There is, too, the price the consumer event- 
ually pays. A price little understood by the 
man or woman who tosses 15 cents onto the 
counter in payment for a package of cigarets. 

Just how much of that 15 cents goes back 
to the tobacco grower? Probably less than a 
cent. For there are so many other things to 
take a proportion, large or small, out of the 15 
cents paid. 

Largest and first slice to go, is that of the 
tax collector. Federal, state and local collec- 
oi a and license fees take nine out 
9) ose 15 cents. Actually, 
the tobacco trade at all. ee 

Out of that six cents must come the profit 
to the retailer, the wholesaler and the manu- 
facturer. From it must come, likewise, the cost 
of packaging and distribution, the cost of man- 
ufacturing the cigarets and of financing all 
the varied operations. The wages of the cigar- 
et factory employes and the freight to. the 
railroads or motor truck lines. 

And, finally, the little residue remaining 
goes to the grower of tobacco for the raw ma- 
terial he supplies. 

No wonder the price on the markets is low. 
No wonder the growers complain. Tobacco 
might bring more as it is auctioned if the tax 
collector didn’t get so much before it is 
smoked,

Among Washington political commentators 
whose output is nationally distributed by the syn- 
dicate process there is a tendency to Classify In- 
diana as “in the bag” for Paul V. McNutt if he 
is nominated for the presidency or the vice presi- 
dency next year.

Courts. maintain courts 
within themselves which have au- 
thority to try charges against in- 
dividual members and, in certain 
cases, to expel them from member- 
ship. In the case of a trade hav- 
ing a nation-wide closed shop, 
this expulsion would amount to 
an economic death penalty. The 
condemned man would be forever 
barred from employment at his 
occupation and, even if he were 
to learn another trade and apply 
for membership in the union gov- 
erning that one, he might be re- 
jected and thus again excluded 
from employment. 

Such decisions may be appealed 
to the public courts, but that is 
an expensive process and one 
which the individual victim would 
be unlikely to resort to. He would 
be deterred from appealing to the 
public. courts until he had first 
exhausted all the appeals .provided 
by the union constitution, a meth- 
od which makes for delay and dis- 
tress, and, on his appeal, he would 
be opposed by the most expert 
counsel and the union treasury. 


The effect of these possibilities 
on the individual member amounts 
to impairment of his right to free 
speech, for open criticism of his 
union might be construed as hos- 
tility to the labor movement, which 
is a grave offense. If the union 
also has a by-law providing for 
the expulsion of individuals whose 
interests are deemed to lie with 
the employer rather than with the 
employes, the individual takes a 
reckless risk in daring to express 
opposition to the union principle 
or to the policies of his own par- 
ticular union, 


Rights Only Theoretically, un- 


. der the American 
Theoretical. jaws and constitu- 


tion, a man’s right to express his 
opinion or to work at his trade is 
subject to no curtailment by any 
private organization, and theoreti- 
cally no courts but the _ public 
courts may try him for offenses. 
As long as he obeys the laws he 
is supposed to be protected in all 
his rights. 

But unions, like some organiza- 
tions of businessmen, nave created 
sub-governments or super-govern- 
ments to discipline their members, 
govern their practices and collect 
taxes and assessments. Such busi- 


ly examined and where. they are 
shown to be operating in restraint 
of trade or to the detriment of a 
member’s legal rights, they may 
be enjoined or punished. The 
practice of ganging up on an in- 
dependent operator to put him out 
of business is severely condemned 
and, rather oddly, the most scorn- 
ful condemnation comes from per- 
sons who not only approve but 
apply equivalent means of coer- 
cion to individual workmen. 


It is doubtful that it ever was 
intended by the nation that pri- 
vate organizations, whatever their 
declared purposes, should assume 
over their members governmental 
powers which the public govern- 
ment very pointedly waives. If 
it had been intended that a man 
must believe in unionism and that 
he could be penalized for refusing 
to believe in it, that thought would 
— been enacted into some plain 
aw. 


Similarly, if it had 
been intended that he 
To Work. might be required to 
obtain a license to work, at an 
initial cost rising, in one spectac- 
ular instance to $3,000, that re- 
striction on his rights a free Amer- 
ican also would have been legally 
enacted. And, also, in that case, 
the government doubtless would 
have claimed the license fees for 
itself, not permitting them to go 
to private, collective organizations 
which might then use great masses 
of money to place themselves in 
a position to govern the govern- 
ment from a detached, irresponsi- 
ble position. 

The public government, at the 
insistence of the sub- or super- 
governments existing in unions, 
has outlawed physical and other 
coercion and intimidation of indi- 
vidual workmen by employers and 
groups of employers. But it has 
neglected to forbid equally the em- 
ployment of similar coercion and 
intimidation by unions themselves 
and unions interpreted this silence 
as an unspoken license for them 
to use such methods, 

“Invisible government” has not 
been abolished, it has merely 
shifted from one field of opera- 
tions to another.

Store Where the Clerks 
Regard Them As Trash 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Everybody who stays at home and keeps his mind on his business 
‘becomes more or less provincial. His community is his world. It 
looks good to him and he is proud of it. Having no opportunity to 
make comparisons, he assumes that his small part of the world is 
the best part, inhabited by the finest people. 


_ In New Yorkers, who are often called the most provincial people 
in America, this attitude seems in some measure justified, for their 
proud city is one of the world’s wonders. 

But when the people of some poorer region, proud of their nine- 
grade school and their two-story bank building, believe their region 
the garden spot of the world and themselves superior to all others 
in culture, intelligence and morality, their provincialism becomes 
irritating because it results from such inexcusable ignorance of 
their betters. 

A prince who feels superior to you may fill your soul with 
wrath, but an illiterate yokel who feels the same way provokes you 
to scornful disgust. 

Our ignorant provincialism explains our failure in-South America. 
We feel superior to our Latin neighbors because we don’t know any 
better. And they naturally resent both our ignorance and our 
attitude, for it is obvious that we preserve our feeling of superiority 
only by refusing to learn the truth and make honest comparisons. 

To most of us, South America is a land of dark-skinned people 
in white pants and jackets and no shoes, who use no instruments of 
civilization except guns. We see only Mexico’s peons and the “rebel 
outlaws” of Nicaragua. 

But South America is all that we are, and the people have all 
that we have—plus. They have unlimited wealth in natural re- 
sources; cattle ranges and grain fields that extend hundreds of 
miles; the most modern mills and factories; docks and port facilities 
that make New York’s look primitive; many great modern cities, 
including one larger than Chicago; universities that equal ours; the 
best dressed women in the world; artists, musicians and authors 
famous in Europe; a wealthy upper class, highly educated, cultured 
and possessed of exquisite manners, 

We got the start in commerce and manufacture—though their 
civilization is older than ours—and treated them as colonials, 
exploiting their raw materials and selling them finished goods. Our 
one concern, from first to last, was to get all we could from them 
and give as little as possible in return. In doing it, we made no 
effort to remémber our manners or save their pride. 

Now they are great nations, proud and rich, interested chiefly in 
markets. Naturally they turn to Europe, and we can win them 
back, if ever, only by treating them as equals and giving as much 
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to the will of God, taking up

The unusual crop of injuries in baseball and the resultant 
publicity just goes to show how civilized the game has become 
among the players. 

Used to be that a player suffered injury, took first-aid treat- 
'ment and continued in the game. Players took part in games 


This might have shortened many a brilliant career. 

Uncle Wilbert Robinson often recalled how, when 
a foul tip split a finger, he would jab the injured mem- 
ber in the dirt and continue behind the bat. 

Many of the old-timers scorned personal injury. They 
figured it would be ‘“‘sissy” to ride the bench on account 
of a little thing like a pulled ligament or a sore arm or, 
perhaps, a chipped bone. It was the era of “‘he-men’”’ , 
heroics. 

Managers may be more responsible than the players 
for the new attitude. 

They figure today that a player who is whole is of more 
value to a team than one who is trying to play while injured. 
It is a well-known fact that he is not as effective as he might 
be under normal conditions. 

Then, too, managers look to the future. They are 
willing to play along at reduced strength, looking to the 
day they’ll have a full-strength squad back on the field. 
The attitude is very sane. Not that the old-timers were
